J. T. Jones, during the strike of 
I KRG general foreman ar the Missouri 
Pacific shops in Sedalia, and recently 
livng alone on a farm northeast of 
Fort Scott, Kas., lost his life in the 
recent floods in that section, accord­ 
ing to information received by friends 
in Sedalia. 
• 
In meeting death Mr. Jones was 
in a small buggy, driving a horse, the 
conveyance being caught in the swift 
current of a stream and swept away. 
His death occurred within the sight 
of a dozen men. an eighth of a mile 
away, who had cautioned him to turn 
back and make no effort to ford the 
swollen stream. 
The body was recovered two days 
after the drowning within 300 yards 
from where the victim of the flood 
was seen for the last time.
